~- Keport of the School Board. 


It is somewhat difficult to maintain a high standard in our 
country schools with the amount of money appropriated for 
them. 


It has been our aim to secure experienced teachers, and 
although some mistakes have been made,we think that the schools 
of Northwood are a credit to the town, and that our teachers 
compare favorably with those in other towns. We have watched 
the progress of pupils coming fram other places, and compared 
them with pupils of the same grade in our own town, and we 
have yet to find one better taught than in Northwood. 

It has been remarked by teachers’'in at least three cities, 
where students have entered from our public schools, that they 
had been well taught, and were at once promoted. 

This speaks well for the quality of work of our teachers. 
We trust that our citizens will bear this in mind, when they 
hear our schools unjustly assailed. 

‘‘Itis easy to criticise, it is difficult to improve.” 

It has also been our aim to secure those who would work 
faithfully and patiently, and yet maintain a firm descipline. 
But few combine the art of teaching with such moral training 
aad mental firmness as to make them successful ; and when such 


a one is found, if we wish to retain her in our schools, we must 
pay the market price. 


He is the best friend to our system of public instruction 
who does not merely content himself with laudation, but inves- 
tigates the subject with care, and in a right spirit points out 
wherein defects exist. 

Education is the only heritage many parents can bestow 
upon their children. Many furnish it at a great personal sacri- 
fice, while others allow their children to absent themselves from 
school simply because they do not like the teacher; and yet 
these same parents have never visited the school to investigate 
the matter. 


In order to maintain our present standard and compare 
favorably with other towns we should have’ a school year of 
at least thirty weeks. It will be impossible to do this unless 
extra money is raised. 


Will the town vote this money, or shall the school year 
be reduced to a less number of weeks ? 


Repairs are also necessary in at least four of our school 
buildings which cannot be made without money. 

The teaching of vocal music is now being introduced in 
many places. We would suggest that all citizens give this 
careful thought and that at no distant day itmay be introduced 
into our schools.
